London 
Institutions Seem to Have 
Been Designed for All Sorts 
of Queer People. 


The title “Cave of the Golden Calf” 
bestowed on London’s first cabaret

Washington, Oct. 5.—After having 
testified for five hours before the Clapp 
investigating committee, Colonel Roos­ 
evelt left the witness chair. 
If the 
committee expected to draw any very 
damaging admissions from the former 
president they failed. 
He ran things 
In pretty much his own way, and the 
impression at the end was that he had 
helped him self considerably, both .n 
regard to the controversy over the 
Harriman and the Standard Oil con­ 
tributions to his 1904 campaign. 
Mr. Roosevelt produced a new' docu­ 
ment in the Harriman episode. It was 
a telegram sent by the railroad man 
to William Loeb, jr., Mr. Roosevelt’s 
secretary, on Get. 20, 1904. asking Mr. 
Loeb to call him on the long-distance 
telephone. 
It was during this tele­ 
phone conversation, according to Mr. 
Roosevelt, that Harriman asked that 
Mr. Roosevelt help him in the New’ 
York state campaign and suggested 
that he come to Washington to see the 
president on 
the subject. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt contended that Mr. Harri- 
man’s visit was the result of this tele­ 
phone conversation, and not, as Harri­ 
man him self has said, on Mr. Roose­ 
v elts own invitation. 
Mr. Harriman 
has charged that Colonel Roosevelt at 
that meeting importuned him to raise 
$250,000 to save the national ticket in 
New' York state. 
Mr. Roosevelt explained why it was 
possible that the Standard Oil com­ 
pany may have contributed $100,000 to 
his campaign without him having any 
definite knowledge of the gift. 
He 
said that Mr. Bliss, the treasurer of 
the national committee, seemed to re­ 
sent any inquiry on his part in regard 
to the sources of the campaign fund, 
and Mr. Roosevelt made no attempt 
to inquire into the details. 


Took Cortelyou’s Word for It. 


Mr. Roosevelt testified under oath 
that Mr. Cortelyou had assured him 
over long-distance telephone and later 
in conversation with him face to face, 
that Mr. Bliss had given him assur­ 
ances that there was no Standard Oil 
money in the campaign fund. Colonel 
Roos volt testified farther that Mr. 
Bliss him self had made this definite 
statement to Mr. Loeb over the tele­ 
phone, and Mr. Roosevelt’s former sec­ 
retary himself told the senate com­ 
mittee of his conversation with Mr. 
Bliss. 
Colonel Roosevelt declared that he 
emerged from the 1904 campaign with­ 
out any pledge or promise, expressed 
or implied, on account of campaign 
contributions. 
That is the only rule 
that he laid down for Mr. Bliss and 
Mr. Cortelyou. and he did not attempt 
to interfere in their management of 
the details of the campaign. 
It seem­ 
ed to be news to Mr. Roosevelt that 
73 per cent of the contributions in 
that campaign were from corporations. 
He was greatly surprised to learn 
within the last day or two that J. P. 
Morgan had contributed $100,000. 
He 
had never suspected that George J. 
Gould had contributed $100,000. 
He 
knew' that H. C. Frick was a friend of 
his and had volunteered to make good 
a part of the Standard Oil contribution 
if it was paid back, but the fact that 
Mr. Frick had actually given $100,000 
also was news to the colonel, 
also was news to the colonel. 
In fact. 
Mr. Roosevelt acknowledged that he 
had known absolutely nothing about 
the contributions to the 1904 campaign 
and had not sought to inform himself 
on that subject. 
Colonel Roosevelt paid his respects 
to Judge Parker in no uncertain terms, 
handled John D. Archbold more harsh­ 
ly than he has in any previous state­ 
ment, called upon the United States 
senate to hurl Boles Penrose from that 
body, and told the investigating com­ 
mittee that it wa ; confronted with the 
duty rf r ” ag upon Charles D. Milles, 
Mr

manager, to prove the 
charges rh t he has been making in 
reg rd to .he size of the Roosevelt 
nre-con * nrh n fund or forever hide 
his face in si: a me.

this m easure at the instigation of some of our good people in Indiana.

“I say it is wrong; that no child should have to be employed. 
And 
I say to you that back and beneath all of it is this damnable com m er­ 
cialism of our tim es that has not only ruined the morals, but the minds 
and intellects of this that would be and may be the greatest race of 
people in the world today. 
It Is rapidly, very rapidly, unless some 
check is put upon it, ruining this great country of ours. 
I have no fear 
of the child labor subject retrograding to the least extent. 
“I hope the day is com ing when we w ill have a child labor law In 
Indiana that w ill conflict more seriously with our industrial conditions 
than the present law that I had the pleasure of introducing in the 
legislature. 
We did not hope when w’e started out in a struggle of this 
kind to get all that we desire. 
The men of the trades union movem ent 
in this country that fathers and fights for the industrial freedom of the 
children are not quitters. 
They have learned by long, bitter struggles 
that all they obtain in this life, of its beauty or its happiness, they have 
to struggle for. 
They had reason to expect from certain sources better 
§ treatm ent after the bill was passed.

Cleveland Millionaire, W ho Is a Pio­ 


neer in This Important Mcvem ent— 


Resolutions Lay Special Em phasis 


on Conservation of Vital Resources. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 5.—A pioneer in 
the conservation m ovem ent, C harles 
L athrop Pack of Cleveland, O., was 
elected president of the N ational Con­ 
servation congress for the ensuing 
year. 
O ther officers elected are: Vice 
president, Mrs. Philip N. Moore of St. 
Louis, form er president of the General 
Federation of W om en’s Clubs; execu­ 
tive secretary, Thom as R. Shipp of In­ 
dianapolis; assistan t secretary, Jam es 
C. Gip* of W ashington, D. C.. and 
treasurer. D. Austin I.atchaw of K an­ 
sas City. 
Mr. Pack was the first Am erican of 
note to take up the subject of forestry 
in a professional way. 
He took train ­ 
ing in forestry work in G erm any be­ 
fore Gifford Pinchot w ent there to 
study.

COMPANY IS GIVEN RELIEF 


Federal Court at New York Holds That 
th e O w ners of the Ill-Fated Vessel 
W hich W ent Down Last April Are 


Hfjaponsibte in Dam ages Only to the 
Enfant of Their Surviving Interest 


tit Ute Vessel, About $92,030. 


New* York, Oct. 5.— In the U nited 
States 
district 
court 
the 
Oceanic 
Steam Navigation company, Ltd., ow*n- 
ers of the foundered Titanic, have 
been adjudged to be liable for about 
$92,000 worth of all the claims regis­ 
tered against them as the result of 
th e appalling steam ship d isaster of 
April 15 last. 
T hese claim s for the 
loss of life and property due to the 
sinking of the Titanic aggregate over 
a million dollars. 
Federal C ourt Justice H ough has 
ju st signed the petition filed by the 
navigation 
com pany 
in 
an 
action 
brought by the la tte r concern for the 
limitation of liability. 
In this petition 
the ow ners of the T itanic contend th at 
they should not be held responsible 
for 
any 
portion 
of 
the 
aggregate 
claim s beyond the am ount of the com­ 
pany’s interest in the lost ship. 
In support of their contention th e 
petitioners say th a t when the Titanic 
w ent down, vessel, cargo, personal ef­ 
fects of passengers and crew*, the 
mails and everything connected with 
her with the exception of fourteen life­ 
boats and th e ir equipm ent becam e a 
total loss. 
The value of these lifeboats is esti­ 
m ated in the petition at $4,520. 
The 
freight money earned for the tran s­ 
portation of cargo carried by the Ti­ 
tanic on her fateful trip is placed at 
$2,073.13, while the prepaid passage 
m oney am ounts to $85,212.41. 
Of this 
money actually realized by the peti­ 
tioners from the first and last cruise 
of the vessel. $2,650.91 was spent in 
the tran spo rtation of the survivors. 
Exclusive of this la tte r am ount, th ere­ 
fore. the en tire aggregate value of the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation com pany’s 
interest in the wrecked steam ship is 
placed by this petition at exactly $91.- 
805.54. 
On these grounds the petition asked 
exemption 
from 
"liabilities, 
losses, 
dam ages, injuries and destruction oc­ 
casioned or incurred by the collision 
and sinking of the liner" beyond the 
am ount of th e com pany's interest in 
the Titanic. 
The petition concludes 
by asking the court to issue monition 
to all persons claim ing dam ages for 
loss or injury. 
One of the requests of the petition­ 
ers granted by Judge Hough is that 
the freight moneys be divided pro rata 
“am ong such claim ants as may prove 
their claim s" 
before U nited 
States 
Com m issioner Gilchrist. 
It is anticipated that the ruling of 
the United States district court will 
bring down a deluge of protests from 
those personally interested in the re­ 
sult of the dam age suits against the 
T itanic’s owners.

your previous registration. 


Keep in mind October 7 without 


fail, if you have not registered be- 
fore. Keep in mind that you are to 
get your removal certificate before 
October 4, if you have moved since 
your earlier registration, from one 
precinct to another. 


It is absolutely necessary to reg- 


ister Monday, October 7. if the voter 
has not already registered. The voter 
not registered can not vote this fall. 


The interpretation of the statute 


says: 


''Registration alone iloes not qual- 


ify one to vote but if a citizen is 
otherwise qualified to vote and is not 
registered, either at the May. Sep-

Indianapolis, Oct. 5.—In continuing 


his opening statement to the jury in the 
dynamite case in federal court, some of 
the evidence the government expects 
to produce regarding the storing of ni- 
troglycerin at Muncie by members of 
the alleged dynamite conspiracy and 
how that explosive was obtained, was 
given in detail by United States Attor- 
ney Miller. 


At times the attorneys for the de- 


fense objected on the ground that Mr. 
Miller was arguing the case and not 
simply stating what he expected to 
prove, but the court ruled that he was 
within his rights. Mr. Miller read nu- 
merous extracts 
from letters 
that 


passed between officers of the organ- 
ization in regard to the dynamiting. 
and showed how each was connected 
with some overt act in relation to the 
conspiracy. 
He charged Herbert S. 


Hockin. now secretary and treasurer 
of the international association, and 
John .1. M :Namava, former secretary. 
were the leaders of the conspiracy, 
and laid the responsibility of McMan- 
igal's fall at the door of Hockin. say- 
Ing that McManigal was working In' 
Chicago when Hockin called at the' 
place to see him. He introduced him- 
self as an executive board member and 
as a brother Knight of Pythias, and 
denounced scab labor. 
Finally he! 


broached the subject of dynamiting, j 
and when McManigal hesitated he, 
overcame his scruples and thus he 
entered upon his career as a dyna- 
miter. 


Archbold Failed to Appear. 


New York, Oct. 5.—John D. Arch- 


bold did not appear in answer to the 
subpoena served on him to testify at 
the Standard Oil-Waters-Pierce hear- 
ing before Commissioner Jacobs. His 
failure was certified to the Missouri 
court having jurisdiction over the case, 
and it is intimated that contempt pro- 
ceedings may be brought against him.

Durango, Mex., Oct. 3.—Hurbert L. 


Russell, an American, was murdered 
by a band of rebels under the com- 
mand of Lewis Case.

NO 
DAMAGING ADMISSIONS 


If the Senate Committee Expected to 


Draw Any Such From the Oyster 
Bay Witness They Failed, as He Ran 
Things Pretty Much His Own Way 
in the Conduct of the Examination 
Concerning Campaign Contributions. 
Washington, Oct. 5.—After having 


testified for five hours before the Clapp 
investigating committee, Colonel Roos- 
evelt left the witness chair. If the 
committee expected to draw any very 
damaging admissions from the former 
president they failed. He ran things 
in pretty much his own way, and the 
impression at the end was that he had 
helped himself considerably, both in 
regard to the controversy over the 
Harriman and the Standard Oil con- 
tributions to his 1904 campaign. 


Mr. Roosevelt produced a new docu- 


ment in the Harriman episode. It was 
a telegram sent by the railroad man 
to William Loeb, jr., Mr. Roosevelt's 
secretary, on Oct. 20, 1904, asking Mr. 
Loeb to call him on the long-distance 
telephone. It was during this tele- 
phone conversation, according to Mr. 
Roosevelt, that Harriman a-.ked that 
Mr. Roosevelt help him in the New 
York state campaign and suggested 
that he come to Washington to see the 
president on the subject. 
Colonel 


Roosevelt contended that Mr. Harri- 
man's visit was the result of this tele- 
phone conversation, and not, as Harri- 
man himself has said, on Mr. Roose- 
velt's own invitation. Mr. Harriman 
has charged that Colonel Roosevelt at 
that meeting importuned him to raise 
$250,000 to save the national ticket in 
New York state. 


Mr. Roosevelt explained why it was 


possible that the Standard Oil com- 
pany may have contributed $100,000 to 
his campaign without him having any 
definite knowledge of the gift. 
He 


said that Mr. Bliss, the treasurer of 
the national committee, seemed to re- 
sent any inquiry on his part in regard 
to the sources of the campaign fund, 
and Mr. Roosevelt made no attempt 
to inquire into the details. 


Took Cortelyou's Word for It. 


Mr. Roosevelt testified under oath 


that Mr. Cortelyou had assured him 
over long-distance telephone and later 
in conversation with him face to face, 
that Mr. Bliss had given him assur- 
ances that there was no Standard OH 
money in the campaign fund. Colonel 
Roos velt testified further that Mr. 
Bliss himself had made this definite 
statement to Mr. Loeb over the tele- 
phone, and Mr. Roosevelt's former sec- 
retary himself told the senate com- 
mittee of his conversation with Mr. 
Bliss, 


Colonel Roosevelt declared that he 


emerged from the 1904 campaign with- 
out any pledge or promise, expressed 
or implied, on account of campaign 
contributions. That is the only rule 
that he laid down for Mr. Bliss and 
Mr. Cortelyou. and he did not attempt 
to interfere in their management of 
the details of the campaign. It seem- 
ed to be news to Mr. Roosevelt that 
73 per cent of the contributions in 
that campaign were from corporations. 


He was greatly surprised to learn 


within the last day or two that J. P. 
Morgan had contributed $100.000. He 
had never suspected that George J. 
Gould had contributed $100,000. He 
knew that H. C. Frick was a friend of 
his and had volunteered to make good 
a part of the Standard Oil contribution 
if It was paid back, but the fact that 
Mr. Frick had actually given $100,000 
also was news to the colonel. 
also was news to the colonel. In fact, 
Mr. Roosevelt acknowledged that he 
had known absolutely nothing about 
the contributions to the 1904 campaign 
and had not sought to inform himself 
on that subject. 


Colonel Roosevelt paid his respects 


to Judge Parker in no uncertain terms, 
handled John D. Archbold more harsh- 
ly than he has In any previous state- 
ment, called upon the United States 
senate to hurl Boies Penrose from that 
body, and told the investigating com- 
mittee that it wa-; confronted with the 
duty of c£!Hns upon Charles D. Hilles, 
Mr. Tafi's manager, to prove the 
charges that he has been making in 
res-nl to the size of the Roosevelt 
nre-conveniicn fund or forever hide 
his face in shame. The colonel was in 
first-class form 
anrl seemed to be 


pleased with his experience before the 
committee.

PASS KEEGAN'S CHILD LABOR LAW. 


Democratic BepregentatlTe, Who Is a Candidate tor Be-Etoetlra, Tells •! 


Hard Knveks His Pet BUI Beeetod at Last Session. 


While the Democrats of Indiana are boasting of their strong friend- 


ship for the laboring man in Indiana and pointing to laws passed by 
the Democratic legislature to prove it, John Keegan,'secretary of the 
International Machinists' Union, with headquarters In Indianapolis, 
who was a Democratic member of the last Indiana legislature and who 
is a candidate for re-election from Marion county, is on record that 
union workingmen are not enthusiastic over what the Democratic party 
has done in passing laws for them. Mr. Keegan was a speaker at the 
last State Conference of Charities and Correction, held in Indianapolis 
in October, last year, -when he-spoke on his child labor law, which the 
: Democrats declined to pass, and he is quoted in the Indiana Bulletin 


of the Board of State Charities as follows: 


"I sat in the legislature and noted the great interest taken in the 


protection and preservation of our birds and our fishes. I saw the 
farmers introducing bills for the care and protection of the hedge 
fences that divide their properties. 
I heard all kinds of legislation 


submitted and just as soon as a measure of this kind was introduced 
a great number of the members appeared interested in its successful 
passage. Finally it came my turn to introduce a bill and I had in 
mind the thought of the protection of what I considered the dearest 
thing we had to preserve on this earth, our little children. I introduced 
this measure at the instigation of some of our good people in Indiana. 
Instead of that great interest in the success of the measure, there 
appeared to be the greatest possible excitement for fear it might pass. 


"I say it is wrong; that no child should have to be employed. And 


I say to you that back and beneath all of it is this damnable commer- 
cialism of our times that has not only ruined the morals, but the minds 
and intellects of this that would be and may be the greatest race of 
people in the world today. It is rapidly, very rapidly, unless some 
check is put upon it, ruining this great country of ours. I have no fear 
of the child labor subject retrograding to the least extent. 


"I hope the day is coming when we will have a child labor law in 


Indiana that will conflict more seriously with our industrial conditions 
than the present law that I had the pleasure of introducing in the 
legislature. We did not hope when we started out in a struggle of this 
kind to get all that we desire. The men of the trades union movement 
in this country that fathers and fights for the industrial freedom of the 
children are not quitters. They have learned by long, bitter struggles 
that all they obtain in this life, of its beauty or its happiness, they have 
to struggle for. They had reason to expect from certain sources better 
treatment after the bill was passed. 


"The department that has to. do with enforcing the law is the 


factory inspection department. We had reason to suppose from previ- 
ous remarks of our Governor that he would have been enough inter- 
ested in the subject to place at the head of. that department a practical 
man with some knowledge and some interest in the subject. For some 
reason or other he did not see fit to do that and our law will undoubt- 
edly suffer somewhat by his lack of interest. I do not know when in 
America a Governor or any one else searched for a factory inspector 
from amongut lawyers. So I say in that respect we have been rebuffed, 
but working men will not forget that; in the selection of a Governor, 
you may rest assured they will be more sure of their man along those 
lines again."

And the 
words of his quondam friend came 
back to me now, too, with redoubled 
emphasis: "He refused to admit what 
I knew t" be the truth." 


Nevertheless I had chosen to believe 


that Cameron, should he ever return 
to us, would be able to clarify this 
turbid stream of circumstance, and 
prove the fallibility of appearances. 


The illusion to which I had clung, 


however, was now in shreds. Cam- 
eron, returning, with body enfeebled 
and brain confused, had spoken in his 
unguarded delirium. The mask was 
dropped, the screen thrown down, and 
barefaced and stark he stood revealed, 
a woeful figure in the impartial glare 
of truth. 


At the moment I could see no exten- 


uation. He was a liar and he was a 
coward; and all the sympathy, all the 
friendship I ever felt for him died ut- 
terly, as I thought how, probably, 
every untoward incident of the past 
month, with its chain of vexatious 
consequences, might have been avoid- 
ed had he been brave to the point of 
confession.

ror President, the Censervatlon Con- 


gress Chose Charles Lathrop Pack, 
Cleveland Millionaire, Who Is a Pio- 
neer in This Important Movement— 
Resolutions Lay Special Emphasis 
on Conservation of Vital Resources. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 5.—A pioneer in 


lie conservation movement, Charles 
Lathrop Pack of Cleveland, O., was 
elected president of the National Con- 
servation congress for the ensuing 
year. Other officers elected are: Vice 
president, Mrs. Philip N. Moore of St. 
Louis, former president of the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs; execu- 
tive secretary, Thomas R. Shipp of In- 
dianapolis; assistant secretary, James 
C. Gipe of Washington, D. C., and 
treasurer, D. Austin Latchaw of Kan- 
sas City. 


Mr. Pack was the first American of 


note to take up the subject of forestry 
in a professional way. He took train- 
ing in forestry work in Germany be- 
fore Gifford Pinchot went there to 
study. Like Mr. Pinchot, Mr. Pack is 
a millionaire". These two men were 
among the flrst to start the conserva- 
tion movement in the United States. 


Mr. Shipp, whose home is in Indian- 


apolis, has been identified with the or- 
ganized conservation movement since 
its beginning and has done much 
toward helping make it a success. The 
constitution of the congress was re- 
vised in order that Mrs. Moore might 
be made vice president. As a leader 
in the work of the Federation of Wo- 
men's Clubs, Mrs. Moore has been of 
great assistance in getting the women 
of the country interested in conserva- 
tion. 


In accepting the presidency Mr. 


Pack said there was a great work for 
the congress to do in years to come 
as the movement would keep alive for 
all time to come. He proposed three 
cheers for J. B. White, the retiring 
president, and they were given with a 
will. 


Resolutions Adopted. 


Resolutions embracing the various 


departments of conservation were then 
adopted. The resolutions committee, 
of which Walter H. Page of New York 
is chairman, worked hard for a couple 
of days to express the purposes of the 
congress in the shortest form possible. 


The resolutions put emphasis on the 


importance of the conservation of vi- 
tal resources, and the health of the 
people. Other matters embrace: The 
establishment of a national depart- 
ment of health; accurate registration 
of births and deaths; measures for 
preventing births of hereditarily de- 
fective children; safeguarding of the 
health of industrial workers; discour- 
agement of child labor; advanced 
methods of sewage disposal: uniform 
legislation regulating the refrigeration 
of perishable foodstuffs; protection of 
migratory birds by federal laws; pro- 
pagation and preservation of 
food 


fishes; a general series of state and 
national land surveys; approving the 
withdrawal of public lands pending 
classification; recommending the work 
of the federal forest service; protec- 
tion of forests from fires when neces- 
sary by federal troops: uniform state 
activity in forest work; moderate for- 
est taxation; uniform laws for the bet- 
terment of mining conditions: public 
control of water power development: 
improvement of conditions in rural 
districts and schools: appreciation of 
the .vital resources exhibit at the Indi- 
ana statehoiise: praising the work of 
the officers of the congress and the 
Indianapolis people who helped make 
it a success, and other matters.

Owners of the Ill-Fated Vessel 


Went Down Last April Are 


nsible in Damages Only to the 


.of Their Surviving Interest 
Vessel, About $92,000. 


New York, Oct. 5.—In the United 


States district court the Oceanic 
Steam Navigation company, Ltd., own- 
ers of the foundered Titanic, have 
teen adjudged to be liable for about 
192,000 worth of all the claims regis- 
•red against them as the result of 
the appalling steamship disaster of 
April 15 last. These claims for the 
oss of life and property due to the 
sinking of the Titanic aggregate over 


million dollars. 
Federal Court Justice Hough has 


lust signed the petition filed by the 
navigation company in an action 
irought by the latter concern for the 
imitation of liability. In this petition 
the owners of the Titanic contend that 
they should not be held responsible- 
for any portion of the aggregate 
claims beyond the amount of the com- 
pany's interest in the lost ship. 


In support of their contention the 


petitioners say that when the Titanic 
went down, vessel, cargo, personal ef- 
fects of pa-ssengers and crew, the 
mails and everything connected with 
tier with the exception of fourteen life- 
boats and their equipment became a 
total loss. 


The value of these lifeboats is esti- 


mated in the petition at $4,520. The 
freight money earned for the trans- 
portation of cargo carried by the Ti- 
tanic on her fateful trip is placed at 
$2,073.13, while the prepaid passage 
money amounts to $85,212.41. Of this 
money actually realized by the peti- 
tioners from the first and last cruise 
of the vessel. $2,650.91 was spent in 
the transportation of the survivors. 
Exclusive of this latter amount, there- 
fore, the entire aggregate value of the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation company's 
interest in the wrecked steamship is 
placed by this petition at exactly $91,- 
805.54. 


On these grounds the petition asked 


exemption 
from "liabilities, losses, 


damages, injuries and destruction oc- 
casioned or incurred by the collision 
and sinking of the liner" beyond the 
amount of the company's interest in 
the Titanic. The petition concludes 
by asking the court to issue monition 
to all persons claiming damages for 
loss or injury. 


One of the requests of the petition- 


ers granted by Judge Hough is that 
the freight moneys be divided pro rata 
"among such claimants as may prove 
their claims" before United States 
Commissioner Gilchrist. 


It is anticipated that the ruling of 


the United States district court will 
bring down a deluge of protests from 
those personally interested in the re- 
sult of the damage suits against the 
Titanic's owners. Those well versed 
in federal court procedure predict that 
granting of the petition will be carried 
to the T'nited States court of appeals.
